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Ancient, Decayed Structure 
Makes New Building for Men 
At County Home a Necessity 


A 
nruiE men’s building at the Adams County home is no longer fit for 
the habitation of the men, and it cannot be successfully repaired. 
That is the opinion of those who have been in charge of the home 
over the last few years, and it is the opinion of a Gettysburg Times 
leporter who has just completed a tour of Inspection conducted by the 
farm’s steward, Calvin R Smith, and Edgar K. Markley attorney for 
the county commissioners. 
For the last ten years the .steward and the county commissioners 
have been struggling against heavy odds to keep the building in at least 
half-decent condition. 
But the struggle is failing. Despite the best and continued efforts 
there is little that can be done to stop the slow decay of the build­ 
ing. Built either in 1818, when the first buildings were erected at the 
farm, or in 1854, when other structures were added, the building is 
slowly falling apart and there Is nothing that can be done to stop 
it. A new building is needed! 
There are no accurate records* 
showing the exact date when the 
structure 
was erected, 
but 
best 
opinion holds for the 1818 date. 
The last year, the building has 
begun to show even greater signs 
of age than previously noted. And 
even the best efforts on the part of 
Steward Smith and County Com­ 
missioners S. L. Baltziey, Mervin H. 
Benner and Edgar C, McDannel 
have been unable to do more than 
repair the damages. 
There seems to be no way what­ 
soever to repair the building and to 
modernize it. 
Only one thing re­ 
mains if the county is to have a j 
modern home for its aged male de- I 
pendents. A new building must be 
erected. 
That is the opinion not j 
alone of the board and the steward, 
but of competent architects, and of j 
others who have visited the build- j 
ing. 
Commenting on 
the structure 
after a recent visit to the poor 
farm. Judge W. C. Sh eely, who 
has made a study of it and shows 
great interest in the county home, 
said: 
“The steward and the county 
commissioners must be com m end­ 
ed upon their good work in keeping 
the building in as good condition 
as it is now. 
But age Ls telling 
upcm it. 
It should be replaced by 
a new building if that is possible/’ | 
( 
As a result of this and other re- j 
marks The Gettysburg Times has J 
made a study of the building and of 
its needs. 
The survey discloses these facts: 
The present men’s quarters at the 
Adams County home are no longer 
in proper condition for the care of 
the inmates. 
A new building will be needed if 
proper care is to be taken of the 
old men. for the present building 
cannot be repaired to any great ex­ 
tent. It is decayed beyond repairs. 
Dark, dingy quarters, designed in 
a day when building materials were 
scarce and little was known of venti- j 
lation and lighting are to be found 
throughout the building. 
It is too 
small to be more than a dormitory 
for the men and cannot be expand­ 
ed to make more room. 
Hospital Room Needed 
A hospital room is needed at the 
home 
At present there are no 
facilities for taking care of the men 
except in their own rooms and that I 
is not sufficient because of the design 
of the building. 
Talk to the men in charge of the 
building and one finds that titty are 
forced, because of lack of space, and 
because of the agp of the building. 
to do many things, which they de- I 
plore, and they must resort, in many* 
instances, to ‘‘make-shifts’’ to take 
care of the dependents. 
, j 
They talk in this vein: 
“There was o ld -------------------who 
had a painful foot affliction. He was 
so bad that he could not be trans­ 
ferred to the Warner hospital, and 
we couldn't take care of it here. So 
we had to shift as best we could to 
take care of his ailment. If we had 
a hospital room here mid a trained, 
or even a practical nurse, he could J 
have been well taken care of, and 
have been comfortable. As it is, we 
could do little or nothing for him.” 
Need Special C are 
And there are many cases of such 
nature. Old men who are depend­ 
ent upon the county suffer the usual 
afflictions of old age. They are not 
hospital cases, as Dr. C. G. Crist, 
home physician pointed out, but they 
.do need care. 
Only by erecting a 
new building could such a hospital 
room as is needed be installed. 
There is no room in the present 
building, nor could it be changed in 
such manner so as to matte room for 
one. 
That is one of the indictments 
against the present building. 
Another is that any repair that 
can be made to it can be only tem­ 
porary,—a stop-gap that cannot halt 
its decay.

Frame buildings would 
be permitted at any place in the 
borough under certain conditions in 
the new measure. Double or multi­ 
family houses could be erected pro­ 
vided they are separated by a fire­ 
proof wall, councilmen heard. 
The new measure would provide 
that frame buildings be erected at 
least five feet from property lines 
as is now required. There are nu­ 
merous other requirements concern­ 
ing flues in heating systems and 
a wide variety of other subjects 
which the councilmen did not con­ 
sider Monday evening.

Bulleit explained that the ordinance 
must be adopted in its entirety or 
the fire insurance rate reduction 
would not be secured. 
Councilmen also have under con­ 
sideration a more simple revision 
of the present regulations instead of 
the adoption of the new measure 
which is more far reaching than 
some councilmen wished.

Butler say with straight faces th a t, 
even the most insignificant doodle 
has deep psychological import.

These 24-year-old girls and their 
[staff of 45—mostly college gradu­ 
ates with a yen for psychology— 
have a lot of fun reading doodles 
They read ’em for a fee at night 
clubs and beauty parlors, and often 
are called in to entertain at private 
parties. 
Mostly, Dorothy and Jane just 
sit back and supervise from their' 
studio on 72nd street. 
After all, i 
ti n Scribble Reading School has * 
been going since last May, and 
(there’s plenty of administrative work 
to be done. 
Doodle-readers must 
be trained and doodle experts in

MOTHER KILLS

‘CRIED TOO MUCH’ 


Mahanoy City, Pa., March 7 (AP) 
— A 32-year-old mother quoted by 
state police as saying she smothered 
her three-year-old son because he 
“cried too much” was held on a 
murder charge today in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s second baby-slaying in a 
week. 
State Police Corporal C. D. Boyle 
testified at a hearing Monday night 
that the woman, Mrs. Gus Edinger, 
related she clamped her hand over 
the baby’s nose and mouth as he 
lay in bed with her and another 
child early last Saturday. 
Dr. W. R. Glenney said an autopsy 
showed the child was asphyxiated. 
Boyle quoted Mrs. Edinger as say­ 
ing the baby disturbed her three 
other children with its crying and 
was “a nuisance.” The mother, wife 
of a W.P.A. worker, pleaded inno­ 
cent to the murder charge and was 
lodged in jail. 
Lewis B. Duono, chief of Schuyl­ 
kill county detectives, said that after 
smothering the baby, Mrs. Edinger 
summoned her husband, asleep in 
another room, and told him she had 
awakened to find the child dead. 
The father called a physician. 
At first the child’s death was at­ 
tributed to natural causes. 
Later, 
Detective Buono said, an investiga­ 
tion was started at the instigation 
of the Edingers’ neighbors. 
Meanwhile, not so many miles 
away at Mifflintown, another mother, 
Helen Wolf, was held on charges of 
being an accessory after the fact in 
the d e a t h of her two-year-old 
daughter who the state charges was 
beaten to death. 
Paul W. Barrick, 22, described by 
state police Corporal Richard Gray 
as the Wolf woman’s suitor, has 
pleaded guilty to a charge of slay­ 
ing the child. 
A deputy county coroner had ten­ 
tatively decided that the Edinger 
child died of malnutrition. 
The Edinger home is at Grier City, 
between here and Tamaqua.

In 1917 he made the bombs with 
I the intention of launching a cam ­ 
paign of terrorism . 
He was em bit- 
i tered over loss of his postal job and 
the nation’s decision to fight his na- 
| tive Germany. 
In 1918 he was sentenced to the 
Illinois penitentiary on a charge of 
attem pted extortion. He threw away 
I the keys to the box. On his release 
14 m onths later he w'anted to with- 
i draw the bombs and destroy them 


I but dared not ask the company to 
drill open the box. 
He decided to guard his secret u n ­ 


til death by paying $10 a year rental 
for the box. Two weeks ago he re­ 
ceived notice th at the company in­ 
tended to move; 
th at boxholders 
would have to remove their posses­ 
sions or forfeit them. 
“I was wrong.'’ Meyer quoted the 
man. “I am sorry now. I love this 
country and I am glad I didn’t hurt 
any one. I have paid my debt. For 
more than 20 years I have suffered 
night and day over this thing." 
Faust came to America in 1880 and 
was soon naturalized. 
The charge 
against him is a felony, and con­ 
viction carries a penalty of five to 
25 years imprisonment.

FISH C A T C H E S

Changes in the state’s fish laws to 
cut down the catch limit of a dozen 
species and broaden the fish com­ 
mission’s power to acquire 
farm s 
and hatcheries were .started through 
the legislature today. 
A 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Senator 
Montgomery F. Crowe (R -Monroe), 
w'ould change the catch on charr, or 
combined species of trout, from 15 
to IO. 
Lake or salmon tro u t would 
be restricted to eight. 
Sm all 
or 
large mouth bass would be reduced 
from ten to six, along w ith pike- 
perch, also known as wall-eyed pike 
or Susquehanna salmon. 
The pickerel lim it would be drop­ 
ped from 15 to eight, and muscal- 
longe, western and northern pike, 
from three to two. 
These specials would be cut from 
25 to 15; 
Yellow perch, 
sunfish, 
catfish, suckers, chubs and fallflsh- 
The number of fish bait or bait 
fish, which could also be taken on 
Sunday, under the proposed am end­ 
m ents, would be slashed from 50 to 
35. 
The penalty for unlawful use of a 
net would be fixed at $100, with re­ 
vocation of license and forfeiture 
of all devices used as additional dis­ 
cretionary penalties. 
Duplicate license, on affidavit th at 
the original was lost, could be ob­ 
tained from the departm ent of reve­ 
nue for 50 cents. 
A fine of HO for each fish caught j 
in violation of the fish commission’s 
rules would be added to the general ! 
penalties. 
The board of fish commissioners 
could condemn land on the same 
principal as state forests, for public 
fishing purposes, or for protection 
and propagation.

Democrats, during iebate Mon­ 
day. contended the administration 
proposal was a good bill without 
changes. They pointed out that the 
principal objections raised by op­ 
ponents last year had been elimi­

Representative Taber <R-NY> told 
the house the President already has
